Pravda reports some wonder- 
fully encouraging news out of 
Russia these days. It all goes 

to prove there 
are gremlins in 
the Kremlin's 
administra- 
tion—as in our 
own, and also 
that human na- 


ture happily has | 


not been 
changed by 
Communist bu- 
reaucracy. 
An editorial 
writer on Mos- 
cow’s Pravda obviously reared 
back, took a deep breath and then 
flung himself at his typewriter in 
a fit of earnest anger. 

He wrote that it was disgrace- 
ful that young men and women 
of Russia, once they received an 
education, then thought them- 
selves too good to do hard work. 

That certainly has a good, fa- 
miliar, capitalistic-country-edito- 
rial sound. 

It is the sort dashed off by al- 
most any American editorial writ- 
er on those days when his liver 
is upset and he views life as 
through a glass, darkly. Or by 
one whose teen-age son has 
scoffed at the old man’s yarns 
about chopping wood before 
breakfast and walking to school. 


Alarm 

Pravda’s editorial staff also 
viewed with even greater alarm 
the problem of what it called ju- 
venile delinquency. 

Not only did Pravda hold up its 
own warning ink-stained editorial 
finger, there were included 
quotes from other. disturbed So- 
viet journals. 

“Evening Moscow,” ‘‘Leninskaye 
Znamya,” “Kazakhstan,’”’ and 
“Turkmensaya " all speak harsh- 
ly of the ‘overdressed, wor k- 
avoiding, parasitic teen-agers who 
never have jobs, but who go to 
the cinemas and cafes drinking, 
dancing and singing gypsy songs 
like children in the degraded 
capitalist cities of America.” 

“The Communist” reports, for 
example, on a young man who 
got poor grades in school, but 
who was popular with certain of 
his fellow students and led them 
into poor grades because of his 
skill with the guitar and song. 
He was reported singing a ballad 
likely to corrupt morals and deter 
young people from the serious 
business of being good Commu- 
nists. The newspaper printed, I 
am happy to say, part of the bal- 
lad which ‘‘sent’’ them: 

“T cannot live without cham- 
pagne nor without the gypsy 
camp. Now stained with wine 
is the cloth that was white, and 
sleep the hussars gone out like a 
light.’”’ 

Most shocking of all, mourned 
the editorialist, was the way boys 
and girls of the singer’s own age, 
gathered around him and “fixed 
on him their admiring gaze.’ 

““Something,”’ thundered the ed- 
itorial, ‘“‘must be done to protect 
Soviet youth from such deplorable 
vulgarity and depravity.” 

This, too, has a familiar ring. 


Failure 

All this is a very real indica- 
tion that while the Soviets have 
produced atomic and hydrogen 
bombs, they have not, for all their 
secret police terror and regimen- 
tation, been able to change what 
is basic in all of us, whatever 
country. It comforts me _ that 
communism, with all its dog- 
matic denouncement of the bour- 
geoisie societies of capitalistic 
countries, has young people who 
like crooners. Maybe they won't 
conquer the world after all. 


Let all leaders’ everywhere in 
free countries take note. 

The poor may be better fed in 
Russia than in the time of the 
ezars, and medical care may be 
more generally available. There 
is ‘security’ of bread and a bed 
for all who obey and who toil. In 
exchange for this security, life 
must daily be real and earnest. 


But humanity demands more. 

It demands not necessarily 
champagne and a gypsy song. 
But humanity yet has blood in its 
veins. It demands symbols which 
excite and inspire. It wishes to 
follow the sound of trumpets and 
the sight of banners. It does not 
want all the days to be gray and 
each one like the other. Nor does 
humanity yearn merely for a 
guaranteed, safe austerity. There 
must be a ribbon in the hair, a 
song to sing and a dream to 
follow. 

We cannot reduce our govern- 
ment, our newspapers, books, 
movies, churches, our magazines 
and our daily life to a regimented, 
competent mediocrity. If we do 
we will always be disturbed by 
the mocking voice of human na- 
ture crying for ‘‘madder music 
and stronger wine.”’

A weary 83rd Congress concluded its 
work Friday, packed its bags and headed 
home for the political maelstrom that will 
determine the make-up of the 84th that 
convenes in January. 

It was the talkingest Congress in his- 
tory. It accomplished almost nothing dur- 
ing its first four months and then got 
down to business in the last six weeks to 
pass bills night and day. It got around 
to most of Eisenhower's “must legisla- 
tion,” rejected parts of it and compro- 
mised most of the rest. 

The 83rd Congress again revealed the 
wide split in the GOP, with members of 
the extreme right wing challenging the 
President on almost every score. Sen. Joe 
MeCarthy continued his defiance of the 
executive department with a resulting 
spectacle that nauseated the country. The 
right wingers tried time and again to clip 
the President's powers, notably in the 
crippling Bricker amendment. 

Despite all the noise and with the help 
of Democrats, the essential legislation 
proposed by the President squeezed 
through. Some of it will become the 
subject for national debate in the fall 
campaign. Special attention will be given 
to the adoption of flexible price supports 
and the “trickle down” tax revision bill. 

In social welfare, the Congress ex- 
tended the Social Security program to 
cover ‘about 10,000,000 more workers. 
It extended unemployment benefits to 
4.000.000 additional workers. The built-in 
economic stabilizers, instituted under the

Moderation Advised 
In Coffee Drinking 


An editorial on minor vices in 
a May issue of the New Eng- 
land Journal of Medicine put a 
damper on drinking too much 
coffee. 

New data were presented on 
the effects of coffee on blood 
pressure, pulse, respiration, 
and electrocardiograms of 110 
adults and children. 

In each subject the systolic 
pressure jumped at least 10 
mm. and the diastolic, 5 mm. 

The influence of colfee on 
pulse, respiration, and electro- 
cardiogram was not as consist- 
ent. 


CAFFEINE CULPRIT 

The caffeine in coffee was 
clearly the culprit. Each indi- 
vidual was given two cups of 


decaffeinated and one cup of 
regular coffee 

The first and last cups con- 
tained only traces of caffeine 
whereas the second was the 
real McCoy: changes in blood 


pressure occurred only after 
the second cup. 

Results were more startling 
when the same tests were done 
on persons with kidney trouble; 
in seven cases of Bright's dis- 
ease, blood pressure rose 30 to 
50 mm. In a child with dia- 
betes, it mounted from 100 
over 60 to 210 over 100. 

I'm not bringing up this sub- 
ject to start a new scare cam- 
paign nor to discourage coffee 
drinking but to encourage 
moderation, particularly 
among those with heart disease 
or a tendency toward high 
blood pressure.

One back to school shopper 
has 350 youngsters on her list.

LIKE TO SHOP 

Allowed to choose their dress 
clothes, the children love their 
trips to town with Miss High- 
smith supervising. They're al- 
lowed to choose from the large 
stock of clothes donated to the 
home or bought wholesale. 

There are only two dress 
alikes, the eight-year-old twins, 
Barbara Jean and Betty Jane 
McRae. ‘*‘We have other sets 
of twins, but they don’t dress 


alike,”” savs Miss Highsmith. 
Of the 455 children at both 
the Hapeville and Baxley 


homes, approximately 350 will 
make the back to school.jaunt 
come September. 

Clothes are not Miss High- 
smith's only buying problem. 
Toothbrushes, bobby 
sticks and assorted toilet items 
fill her time. 

Given allowances according 
to their ages, the children don't 
splurge it all on candy and soft 
drinks although there's a candy 
store right on the _ grounds. 
They shop for bobby pins or 
pencils at the home's version 
of a general store. 

SAVE, TOO 

Part of their money is de- 
posited in a savings account, 
but buying helps them learn the 
value of money. 

Girls begin to experiment 
with beauty aids about 13 or 14. 
“They start buying cosmetics 
about the same time they be- 
gin dating,’ says Miss High- 
smith. 

It takes about 1,000 pairs of 
blue jeans a year to clothe the 


rough and tumble boys. Old 
blue jeans are used for play or 
work. Each child has some 
duty at the home. Often the 


housemothers cut cff the jeans 
for the younger boys, but after 
eight the children prefer long 
pants. 

Little girls’ dresses are also 
used for play clothes after 
they’re worn from school ses- 
sions. 

The children wear about 1,400 
pairs of shoes a year. Younger 
children go barefooted in the 


Summer except for dress up 
occasions. And some of the 
older ones often are difficult 
to corral into footwear.

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Rayburn Calls Red China Accuses U.S. | Church Backs Five Communions Solve 
Pastor, Foe of World Council Problem: 


Ike’s Foreign 


Policy a Flop 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22 (P—Rep 
Rayburn (D-Tex) today assailed 
the Eisenhower administration as 
*‘inept,”’ and said that since it took 
over ‘“‘this government has not won 
a battle on a foreign diplomatic 
front.”’ 

In a statement for the Congres- 
sional Record, Rayburn, the Dem- 
ocratic House leader, said: 

“By the most recent ineptness 
of this administration, we have not 
only lost face in Asia, but we 
probably have lost all Asia. We 
have lost prestige in Europe, where 
our allies are confused and con- 
founded by the ever shifting ac- 
tions and statements of the Re- 
publican administration. 

“Threats by the secretary of 
state to retaliate against friendly 
nations have alienated the once 
warm friendship they held for us. 
These nations have given evidence 
of wanting to go their way on in- 
dependent paths, and that has giv- 
en aid and comfort to our ene- 
mies, potential and actual.”’ 

Rayburn recalled that Republi- 
can orators denounced the Tru- 
man-Acheson foreign policy in the 
1952 presidential campaign and 
added: 

‘The fact is that since this Re- 
publican administration came. into 
power, no attempt has been made 
to change the Truman-Acheson pol- 
icy. But they did make one change. 
They administer it in a sorry fash- 
ida. _ 

On domestic issues, Rayburn re- 
peated a Democratic contention 
that, “‘This so-called Eisenhower 
business administration and Re- 
publican Congress have proved by 
their programs and actions that 
they are strictly for big business.”’
